The conclusions reached at the confer- 
ence are not disclosed, both the president 
and Secretary Hay regarding it as inex- 
pedient at this time to discuss for publi- 
cation the details of their work. To two 
subjects of serious concern, most of their 
attention was turned. They consMered 
in all its phases the Russian situation, 
particularly with respect to the B'nai 
B’Rith petition, which it has been deter- 
mined will be forwarded to the Russian 
government, and the Alaskan boundary 
question, which next month is to be taken 
up for what is hoped may be final ad- 
justment in London. 

Secretary Hay arrived here from New- 
port, R. 1., where he has been visiting 
his daughter. Mrs. Payne Whitney, this 
afternoon. He was accompanied by Sen- 
ator Fairbanks, of “Indiana. Senator 
Thomas Kearne, of Utah, arrived on the 
same train, althoygh he did not meet 
the other two until they alighted at the 
Oyster Bay station.

ELMS TESTIFIES 
IN PEONAGE CASE 


Says He Was Arrested on a 
Charge of Vagrancy, 


That Policeman Sold Him to Dunbar. 
Pound with Ropes—Stripped and 
Whipped Nearly Every Day. 
That His Freedom Was 
Bought from Turner. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 7.—(Special.)— 
Judge Thomas G. Jones, in the United 
States court today, overruled the de- 
murrers of the attorneys for J. F. Yur- 
ner, charged with holding Glennie Helms, 
a negro, in a condition of peonage, to the 
first count, which named Turner as the 
man who held Helms and sustained the 
demurrers to the. second court which fail- 
ed to name Turner as the man who held 
Helnis. 

At the afternoon session the attorneys 
for the defense filed several special pleas 
with their plea of not guilty. The judge 
instructed that all the pleas, except not 
guilty, be stricken, claiming that the 
defendant could raise all of his defense 
under the plea of not guilty. The de- 
fendant took exception to this. 

The sensation of the day was Glennie 
Helms’ testimony. He testified that he 
and two other negroes who had been 
working at Calcis, Shelby county, Ala- 
bama, were on their way home to Co- 
lumbus,.Ga., and when they got to Good- 
water Coosa county, they were arrested 
by Police Officer J. F. Dunbar for va- 
grancy. They were carried before Mayor 
Dave White and fined §% and costs or 
four and one-half months’ imprisonment. 

The next day they were carried by Offi- 
cer Dunbar to Dadeville, in Tallapoosa 
county, and sold to Turner for an amount 
of money unknown to him. They were 
bound together with ropes when carried 
to Dadeville. Turner carried them to his 
farm, about 10 miles from Dadeville, where 
they were put to work. Helmg stated that 
he was whipped, sometimes twice a day 
and generally every other day; that many 


i times when working in the field he was 


made to drop his pants and one man 
would sit on his head while another beat 
him on his naked back; that he was 
worked under guard in the day and 
locked up at night. One time he escaped. 
Turner offered a reward for his capture. 
Helms wag caught at Opelfka and brought 
back to work. His father, at Columbus, 
Ga., finally sent one Lee White to Tur- 
his. Hberty,

DIVIDEND BY STEEL TRUST. 


Net Earnings for the Qu rter More 
Than $36,000,000. 

New York, July 7.—The directors of the 
United States Steel Corporation met to- 
day and declared the regular quarterly 
dividends of 1 per cent on common stock 
and 13-4 per cent on preferred stock. 
They also issued a statemegt showing 
the net earnings for the quarter ending 
June 30 to be $36,499,528. as compared with 
$37,662,068 for the same period last year, 
a decrease of $1,162,530. 

Net earnings for the half year aggre- 
gate $61,568,235, as against $64,377,515 last 
year. Deducting amounts set aside for 
sinking funds on bonds, depreciation and 
reserve funds reduces the net earnings 
for the six months of this year to $54,- 
182,936. After payment of dividends there 
is an undivided profit or surplus for the 
six months of $17,017,047. The company 
has unfilled orders on hand amounting to 
4,666,0/8 tons. Last year this time these 
orders aggregated 4,741,993 tons.

The special was decided upon 
after Senator Howell had, upOn request. 
talked in the office of the mayor with 
Mayor Howell and Councilmen Key, 
Winn, Hynds, Terrell and Amorous. Sen- 
ator Howell during the meeting made 
the same suggestions that are contained 
in his letter to Mayor Howell. 

The council session has been called for 
the purpose of having council take some 
action regarding the charter amendment 
that is now pending in the state senate. 
The amendment, which was a rider to 
the bond bill until yesterday morning, 
is the one which provides that members 
of the board of police commissioners 
shall not be eligible for reelection until 
three vears after their respective terms 
of office. It also makes the police board 
consist of five members. 

This measure, which was intreduced 
by Senator Clark Howell, was the result 
of the recent police investigation by the 
committee of which Councilman James 
L. Key was chairman. That body recom- 
mended the drafting and adoption of the 
charter amendment that is now pending 
and the report of the committee was 
adopted after 2 hard fight had been led 
against it by Councilman James E, War- 
ren. 

His objection to !t, he said, was that 
it did not affect the candidacy of Dr. 
‘Amos Fox and George E. Johnson, both 
of whom were candidates for reelection 
to the polire board, but would effect the 
candidacy of W. O. Jones, whose term 
of office will expire next year. A com- 
promire was, therefore, effected and the 
adoption of the committee's report was 
secured by having Dr. Fox and Mr. 
Johnson egree in writing to resign in the 
event the legislature put into the organic 
law the suggestions in the report of the 
epecial investigating committee. 


Petition Is Circulated. 


After Senator Howell had introduced 
in the senate the proposed charter 
amendment believing that he was, by 
doing so, complying with the almost 
Unanimous wish of members of council a 
petitior gvas secretly circulated which 
fequested him to withdraw the amend- 
ment from consideration. It received the 
Signatures of fourteen of the twenty-one 
‘members of council. 

Each side is expecting the other to 
take the initiative during the se@sion of 
council this morning and there may be 
some trouble in getting the meeting start- 
ed. Those who did not sign the petition. 
it is said. expect the signers to Introduce 
a rosolution asking the general assembly 
not to pass the proposed amendment, 
If such a resolution {Is signed an effort 
will be made to have the mayor veto 
it, leaving the former request of council, 
which was to the effect that the amend- 
ment be passed, to stand as the only 
official action. 

TLose who signed the petition, however, 
declare that they will not present a res- 
olution, but will expect those who did 
not sign to offer a resolution to the 
effect that the legislature be requested 
to pass the proposed amendment. If 
such a resolution is presented th» signers 
of the petition will vote it down, in 
which event there will be.nothing for 
the mayor to veto, and council will be 
on record as refusing to request the 
legislature to adopt the amendment.

Rome, July 7.—Shortly before the opera- 


tion of puncturing the pleura this after- | 


noon the pope remarked to those around 
him: 

“I thank God that He has vouchsafed 
to me the boon of being able to say good- 


by to all. I love you all, but I am tired 
and i am glad to go.’ 


When Dr. Mazzoni went this morning to 
the vatican, Dr. Lapponf*made a 
port to him as to how the pope had passed 
the night. Then both entered the sick 
room. Pope Leo smiled benevolently at 
Dr. Mazzoni, But seemed not to have suf- 
ficient strengfh to speak. Thé doctor 
asked ‘‘How is your holiness?’ To this 
inquiry the pontiff, in a faint voice, re- 
plied: “I have no illusion and am resign- 
ed.” Then he raised his eyes, while his 
Nps moved evidently In prayer. 

The doctors then proceeded to make 
a most minute examination of the pa- 
tient, listening to his breathing and test- 
ing his lungs. 

The pope this morning having express- 
ed a desire to read The Osservatore Ro- 
manio and The Voce Tella. Verita. to see 
what they were saying about his illness, 
Specia: editions of the journals were pre- 
pared and sent to his holiness. 

Following is the text of the bulletin 
regarding the condition of his holiness 
issued at 9:20 o'clock this morning: 

“The pope passed a restless night, with- 
out sleep. Nourishment, however. las 
been more freely taken and the general 
condition of the patient is a Hittle more 
reassuring. An objective examination 
shows a change in the right of the thorax 
and the middie lobe of the lung, which 
up to yesterday did not permit the pas- 
sage of air, now allows the air to pene- 
trate On the other hand, the interior 
zone has become more obtuse and the 
transmission of vocal and tactile vibra- 
tion is wanting. This leads to the belief 
that there is liquid in the pleura. An ex- 
perimenta] incision will be made. The 
action of the heart is depressed, so much 
80 as to render the renal function insuffi- 
clent and cause cyanosus in the last 
phalanges of the hand.”’ 

The pope this morning expressed the 
desire of again taking communion, not- 
withstanding the fact that he received the 
last communion on Sunday and extreme 
unction yesterday evening. Mgr. Marzo- 
loni, one of the chamberlains, therefore 
performed both ceremonies. The pope 
showed great serenity, repeating that he 
felt quite prepared to leave the world. 
In spite of this he now and then expressed 
the hope that he might yet recover. The 
pontift afterwards received his niece, and 
Count Canali, her husband, who came 
purposely from their home. in the country 
to see him again. 

The pontiff continues to be greatly in- 
terested in what the press says about him, 
asks to be informed regarding the printed 
opinions and views expressed, and shows 
satisfaction on learning that throughout 
the world general regret at his condition 
is manifested without distinction of creed 
or politics. 

After last night's collapse, as though 
aware for the first time of his danger, the 
pope literally forced himself to take a 
greater quantity of nourishment. 

Today the authorities inaugurated more 
stringent regulations for the preservation 
or order and quiet at the vatican. 

There is no denying that the life of 
the pcentiff is slowly wasting away. There 
are moments when he seems better, and 
others in which he is worse, but no one 
doubts that hour by hour, moment by mo- 
ment, he is leaving the world. 

By the pope’s express desire, all his rel- 
lations have been to see him today. ‘The 
scene was most touching. His nephews, 
to whom he has been a real father, en- 
tered the room sobbing. His holiness 
soothed them, saying: 

“T fee] the moment approaching when 
I must leave you. Say our last goodby. 
I am about to enter eternal life. But do 
not grieve for me. I am about to enter 
my real happiness.” 

Before leaving the room they all kissed 
the hand of the pontiff reverently, fear- 
ing it was for the last time.

Commissioner Says School 
Laws Resemble Crazy 
Quilt. 


Athens, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—State 
Schoo! Commissioner W. B. Merritt de- 
livered a magnificent address to the teach- 
ers of the university summer schoo] this 
morning at the university chapel on the 
subject of ‘‘The Teacher and School 
Lgislation.”” It contained a great deal of 
advice to the teachers, which they gave 
evidence of accepting readily and with 
enthusiagm. 

In his opening remarks Mr. 


Merritt re- 


Henry W, Grady in establishing the 
Chautauqua at Salt Springs several years 
since, and said that such meetings as 
the one now being held in Athens were 
the fulfillment of the prophetic vision of 
the great Georgian, who led the way in 
this work as far back as 1888. 

The cRief point in the address of Mr. 
Merritt was that of the necessity for 
local taxation in Georgia for school pur- 
poses. He declared that the rural coun- 
ties in Georgia that attempted a nine 
months session of the school made a 
gTievous mistake, as very few of the 
counties in the state are ready for such a 
system. He esnphasized the necessity for 
the teacher to teach the children some- 
}thing of the civil government of the state 
in which they live. 

During his remarks Mr. Merritt de- 
clared that the. school laws of the state 
resemble@ a. crazy patchwork quilt, and 
that they needed revision. In his judg- 
mént there should be appointed a commit- 
tee to thoroughly revise the school! laws 
of Georgia, so as to weed out all conflict- 
ing, unconstitutional or ambiguous laws 
and make the laws clear and effective. He 
made a strong plea for the McMichael 
bill now pending before the state legisla- 
ture. 

Field Agént Joseph 8S. Stewart, of the 
University ef Georgia, is in the city for 
the purpose of performing his duty as 
oje of the professors in the summer 
school faculty for the ‘next few weeks.

Expert accountants are now busy upon 
the bcoks that were kept by Screven and 
Silverberg. 

It is believed that the discovers wil] be 
made that receipts: for heavy consign- 
ments that are not at the mill were pledg- 
ed with the banks—the Southern, the Cit- 
izens and the National of Savannah— 
which are said to be involved.

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THREE POWERS 
AUAINST RUSSIA 


United: States, Great Britain and 
Japan Combine 


They Will Act When Result of Con- 
ference of Russian Officials at 
Port Arthur Is Known—The 
Anglo-Japanese Ulti- 
matum, 


Pekin, July 7.—The representatives of 
the United States, Great Britain and Ja- 
pan are preserving independent action re- 
garding Manchuria and are awaiting the 
outcome of the conference of the Russian 
Officials at Port Arthur and instructions 
from their respective governments.

Portsmouth, July 7.—With the boom cf 
cannon the British fleet on behalf.of 
King Edward welcomed the United States 
European squadron to Great Britain's 
naval headquarters this morning. The 
gun boat Machias joined the flag ship 
Kearsarge, the Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco early in the morning and shortly 
after 8 o'clock signals began to, flutter 
from the mast heads of the American 
and British war ships. The latter, in 
Obedience to a signal from London, 
Charles Beresford, the commander of the 
channel squadron, formed two lines and 
down this line of huge gray warships 
moved the Americans, their white sides 
gleaming in the sunlight. National sa- 
lutes were fired by each squadron, which 
was followed by an exchange of salutes 
to Rear Admiral Cotton and Vice Ad- 
miral Beresford. Subsequently the two 
admirals. exchanged calls on the flag 
ships, according to thé usual honorg as 
each came over the side. 

At high tide the American war ships 
entered the harbor, led by the Kear- 
sarge, which was moored south of the 
railway jetty and within a stone's throw 
of Nelson’s old flag ship, The Victoria, 
King Edward's yacht, The Victoria, and 
Albert, and the battle ship Collingwood, 
fiag ship of Admiral Hotham, the com- 
mander in chief of Portsmouth, 

Attention Sounded. 

_ As the Kearsarge approached the jetty 
“attention”? was sounded on the Victoria 
and Albert, the Victory and the other 
ships in the harbor; a courtesy which 
was returned from the Kearsarge’s deck, 
on which was drawn tp an admiral’s 
guard of fifty marines, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant volley. 

So soon as the Kearsarge was berthed 
Sir William Duryea, the mayor of Ports- 
mouth, boarded her and greeted Admiral 
Cotton, saying: ‘‘People of Portsmouth 
welcome the American equadron and ex- 
tend to its officers and men al! the cour- 
tesies they can offer.’’ 

Admiral Cotton replied, expressing his 
pleasure at the welcome extended to the 
squadron and thanking the mayor in be- 
half of the United States government 
and himself 

On the departure of Rear Admiral 
Miine, commander of the royal yacht, 
specially detailed by King Edward to 
welcome the Americans, arrived on board 
the Kearsarge and was received by Ad- 
miral Cotton and Captain Hemphill, 

Admiral Milne expressed the gratifica- 
tion of King Edward at the arrival of 
the squadron and, also the king, wel- 
tomed it to England. Subsequently Ad- 
mira! Cotton, Captain Hemphill and the 
staff officers visited the naval Officials, 
escorted by an admiral'’s guard and a 
band.

South and West Are Well to the 
Front in Organization of Large 
Banks—Interesting Statis- 
tics by United States 
Comptroller. 


Washington. July 7.—(Special.)—The ree- 
crds of the colfice of the comptroller of the 
currency show that there has been a re- 
marathie expansion of the naciconai ban!- 
ine e¥aiein since the passag> of ‘pe act 
of March 14, 1900, which permits the or- 
ganization of banks with a capit#® of not 
less than $25,000 in any place the popula- 
tion of which does not exceed three thou- 
sand inhabitants. Prior to that tiMe the 
minimum amount of capita! with which a 
nationg! bank could be organized was 
$50,000 in any place the papulation of 
which did not.exceed six thousand inhab- 
itants. The effect of this high limitation 
was to deprive many of the thriving 
towns and small cities of the country, es- 
pecially in the south and west. of national 
banking facilities, It was one of the rea- 
sons on which gpposition to the national 
banking system in those sections of the 
country. was based. P 

The extent to which the facilities offered 
by the act of March 14, 1900, have been 
availed of, is shown by the fact that 
since that date there have been organ- 
ized in the United States a total of 1,598 
banks, of which but nineteen are located 
in the New England states, and but 297 
in the easterp states, while the southern 
states have 28, the middie west 497. the 
western states 343, the Pacific states 60. 
and the islands of Hawaii and Porto Rico 
3. If the comparison is limited to the 
banks of less than $50,000 i@dividual capi- 
tal, the class authorized by the act uf 
March 14, 19%. thé showing is still more 
remarkable. Of this class there were »r- 
ganized a total of 1,041. Of this total but 
five are locat*l in the New Bogland states 
and but 141 in the eastarn states, while 
the souther.: states have 235. the middle 
western etates 336. the western states 291, 
and the Pacific states 32. 

South Well to the Front. 


The south and west. too. have kept well 
to the front in the organization of large 
banks since March 14, J]900. Of .those or- 
ganized with individual capital of $50,000 
or over, 14 are in New England, 156 in the 
eastern states. 148 in the southern States, 
157 in the middle west. 52 in the western 
states and 28 in the Pacific states. The 
capitalization of the new banks organized 
since March 14, 1900, amounts to $96,045,590, 
of which $3,990.00 is in New England. 
$25.79) 000 in the eastern states. $19.065.5 
in the southern states, $29,751.00 in- the 
middle west, $11.085.000 in the western 
states and $5,820,000 in the Pacific states. 

More new banks and more capital have 
heen added to the national banking sys- 
tem in the state of Pennesvivania than in 
any other state since March 14, 1900, the 
total being 186 new banks and $16,212,009 
new capitalization. Of the Pennsylvania 
banks, however, 1% with a capitalization 
of $14,125,000 were of the larger class, and 
but 8] with $2,087,000, were of the smatier 
clags In Texas, which comes second in 
the number of banks and ametnt of new 
capital, with 187 banéewr“and $7,053,000 new 
capital, 126 with a capitalization of $3,389,- 
) were banks of less than $5).000 individ- 
ual capital, and thus represent the exten- 
sion of the national banking svstem to 
communjties in which jt was not avaii- 
ble under the old law. 


Georgia’s Number 22. 


Some of the southern siates still seem 
to be backward about organizing banks 
under the national system. Next to Texas 
in the number of new banks organized in 
the southern states come the border states 
of Virginia and West Virginia. with 24 
and 33 new banks, respectively. Next 
come Kentucky with 26, Georgia with 22 
Alabama with 1& Loulsiana and Tennes- 
see with 14 each, Mississippi with 9, Flor- 
ida and Arkansas with 8 each, and South 
Carolina with but 5. South Carolina, 
Florida and Mississippi have been partic- 
ularly slow in availing themselves of the 
opportunity to organize national banks 
in small communities, each state having 
organized but 2. In Arkansas five of the 
smaller banks have been organized; in 
Louisiana 6; in Alabama 7; in Tennessee 
8: in Georgia and North Carolina 12 each; 
in Kentucky 13; and in Virginia and West 
Virginia 20 ¢ach.

POPE BRAVELY 
BEARS OPERATION 


With Wondertul Fortitude. 
Pontiff Congratulates 
Doctors. 


Rome, July 7.—The marvelous vitality 
and recuperative energy of the pope never 
were sO forcibly demonstrated ag by the 
series of events preceding, accompanying 
and following today’s operation. When 
first informed that the operation would 
perhaps be necessary, his holiness began 
to inquire about it. Turning to Dr. Lap- 
pont with his usual] familiarity, he asked: 
“Will it be pafntul? Remember, I cannot 
stand much pain.” Instead of Dr. Lap- 
poni, Dr. Mazzoni answered: 

“Tt can assure your holiness that you 
will feel no pain. A little cocaine will 
deaden all sehsation.”’ 

Pope Leo said at once: ‘‘Remember, you 
said the same thing when you extracted 
that cyst a few years ago.” 

Dr. Mazzoni replied: ‘‘That operation 
went very well, but this can hardly be 
called an operation.”’ 

The pope then concluded: 
whatever you think best.’’ 

When the operation took place nobody 
was allowed in the room peside the doc- 
tors, except Pope Leo's valet, Piocentra; 
tors, desiring a strong light, Nad the 
room to await with extreme anxiety in 
an adjoining room the result. The doc- 
tors, desiring a string light, had the 
window widely opened, but as it faces 
the bed, the light offended the weak eyes 
of the pontiff, so that it was thought de- 
sirable that he should reverse his position. 
As soon as this was proposed the -pope 
himself made a movement, showing again 
that spirit of activity and determination 
which seems constantly to inspire him. 
Dr. Mazzoni, however, did not give him 
time to leave the bed, but taking him in 
his arms, literally. turned the pontiff 
about Pope Leo smiled and exclaimed: 

Pope Offers Congratulations. 

“Bravo, professor. I congratulate you. 
Although I have become so light, L must 
still be rather heavy.”

When Dr. Maz- 
zoni substitued the pravaz needie with 
a potain aspirator, the pope did not even 
notice it, going through the whole affair 
without emitting the slightest lament, and 
without showing any feeling of pain’ He 
was extremely pale, almost diaphanous, 
and somewhat tremulous. Soon as the 
operation was closed his holiness felt 
much relfeved. His eye from an exprées- 
sion of lapguid meJancholy assumed its 
usual vivacity, illuminating the emaciated 
face. Dr. Mazzoni at once administered 
a cordial, which the pontiff took willingly, 
thanking him with a grateful look for 
the brave struggle to preserve his. life. 
The pontiff then asked for minute ex- 
planations of the apparatus used in the 
operation. 

“It is a most Ingenuous instrument,’ he 
said, ‘‘but your nand is also very clever. 
Thit is why the operation was successfu! 
in not giving me any pain. I thank you.”

Rome, July 8.—1:25 a, m.—Much signifi- 
cance {is attached to an extended visit 
made by Cardinal Gotti, prefect of the 
propaganda, to the sick room, from which 
other conspicuous members Qf the sacred 
college are excluded by the doctors’ or- 
ders.. Cardinal Gotti's interview lasted 20 
minutes, even the doctors and attendants 
withdrawing and leaving him alone with 
the pope. This has naturally opened a 
Wide field of speculation. It ip even as- 
serted on the authority of one cardinal 
that Pope Leo expected that in the event 
of the sucession falling on Cardinal Gotti, 
he might have the strength to take up and 
carry forward the great work thus con- 
fided to him. Just what passed between 
the pontiff and Cardinal Gotti only they 
know, but certainly the circumstances and 
length of the viajt strongly support the 
View that the pope was gajving his atten- 
tlon to the administration of the affairs 
of the church when he himself has passed 
away. 

Throughout the day a constant stream 
of visitors beseiged the entrance to the 
vatican. The gyards at the portals kept 
back the merely curious, admitting only 
diplomatists accredited to the vatican and 
high ecclesiastical dignitartes. 

Among the dtplomatists were the minis- 
ters of Russia and Prussia, the ambassa- 
dors of Spain, Austria and Portugal and 
the charge d'affaires of Brazil.

Under the skilful 
guidance of Dr. Mazzoni the Operation 
Secarcely occupied over four minutes. The 
pope manifested no pain whatever, either 
was there the slightest quiver from moral 
dread of the operation. In the language 
of oné of the doctors, the cocaine 80 
deadened the parts that the pontiff felt 
no more than a slight pin prick. 

So soon as the liquid was drawn off 
by the suction needle the patient felt 
great relief, owing to the removal of the 
pressure of the liquid on the lung and 
simultaneously the doctors could hear air 
passing through that zone, which this 
morning “was declared to be impervious, 
Owing to congestion. From a pathologi- 
cal standpoint, the free pessage of air 
was considered satisfactory, but more so 
were the results, the mental and physical 
reijef which it brought to the pope: He 
immediately showed an exhilarating 
spirit. With a slight smile On his pallid 
face he whispered has thankfulness and 
bestowed benedictions on the doctors 
bending over him. The pontiff . even 


stroked Dr. Mazzoni's face, in the benev- | 


olent way which is characteristic of him. 
Then with one hand he rearranged his 
position, closed his eyes, and fn a few 
minutes passed into ga calm, healthful 
sleep.

C000 ROADS MOVE 


Large and Enthusiastic Meet- 
ing at Elberton, 


Speeches Made by Colonel Worley, 
and Senator Latimer, of South 
Carolina—Resolutions In- 
troduced and Adopted. 
Many Present.

Elberton, Ga., July 7.~(Special.)—The 
Good Roads convention came off here 
today on schedule time, Hon. BE. B. Tate 
wag elected chairman. H. J. Brewer then 
introduced Colonel J. N. Worfey as the 
first speaker. Mr, Worley traced the his- 
tory of the good roads movement from 
the building of the great Appian way on 
down to the present day. He referred to 
the possible government aid and gave as 
& precedent the building of the Cumber- 
land road from Cumberland to St. Louis, 
which was done Wy the federal govern- 
ment, instigated by Mr, Clay. The his- 
tory of goods roads was that real estate 
was enhanced in value from & to 100 per 
cent. He urged upon the people the neces- 
sity of better roads, not expensive kinds, 
but a clay and sand or gravel road, which 
would put them in shape to be easily ma- 
cadamized should that ever be necessary, 
He hardly thought it would be, as in a 
few years the trolley wires would be 
lessening the short as the steam power is 
now lessening the “long hauls,” 

After Mr. Worley’s address, which was 
enthusiastically received, Mr, Brewer in- 
troduced Senator A. C. Latimer, of South 
Carolina, 

Mr. latimer stated that he was glad 
to again come to Elberton, which used to 
be in his early days his market. He had 
Studied the good roads movement close- 
ly and believed that the future prosperity 
of the country depended largely upon the 
movement. He had no special plan for 
making improvements {n the roads, but 
said that every interest of the citizen, and 
especially of the farmer, demanded that 
the highways be put in better condition. 
He said that with a 6 mills’ tax, to be sup- 
plemented by a like amount from the 
government, would give the very best pos- 
sible roads within five years. He stated 
that several in congress were equally 
enthusiastic on the question with him, 
and that sooner or later the federal gov- 
ernment would have to make such appro- 
priationg just as it is.now for rivers and 
harbors, and ag it did for the purchase 
of territory, the Northern Pacific rail- 
road and for pbuilding roads in Porto 
Rico and the Philippine islands. He said 
that when the government did this the 
people must be ready to step right. in and 
get their share, 


Must Act at Once. 

That they must not wait, as it was the 
early bird that caught the worm, and if 
we waited until after congress acted the 
quick acting yankee would get ahead of 
us and there would be none left. He said 
the movement was one free from poli- 
tics. That by the government aid the 
farmer would not have so much to Pay, 
but that the wealthy of the country would 
have to pro rate. The speaker dwelt 
fipon the graat Interest of the farmer 
in the movement. The free rural deliv- 
ery had given him the daily. paper. Why 
should he not be given a good highway 
on which to market his products? That 
the tendency of the times was for the 
people to leave the country and -move 
into the towns. Building good roads 
would keep the people on the farms, build 
up the country, and be a blessing to 
the whole government. 

He was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, and at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress he requested all who were willing 
to bave their property taxed 6 mills, to 
be supplemented by a like amount from 
the federal government, for the purpose 
of improving the highways, to stand up. 
About two-thirds of the large audience 
rose, 

Hon. H. J. Brewer then ftntroduced a 
set of resolutions pledging the people of 
the county to the movemert, and for the 
appointing of a good roads committee 
to investigate and report the wisest and 
best plan for {improving the roads. 

After this Dr. A. E. J. Stovall {ntro- 
duced a resolution pledging the conven- 
tion to the working of convicts on the 
public roads and calling upon the repre- 
sentatives and senators to use their ef- 
forts to change the present convict law 
into such a one as would enable the 
counties to obtain convicts for the pur- 
pose of working the roads. This resolu- 
tion was passed unanimously. 

The crowd at the meeting was one of 
the largest ever gathered at the court 
house, fullv six hundred people being 
present. The railroads gave reduced 
rates and many people from the adjoin- 
ing counties were present.

Such Requests Have Now Been Made 
by Both Council and the Origi- 
nal Charter . Committee, 
Which Indicates Noth- 
ing Will Be Done. 


General charter revision and al] ques- 
tions relating to it will be laid on the 
table for twelve months. In the mean- 
time the charter of the city prepared by 
the committee cf forty-nine wilil be print- 
ed for distribution.

A meeting of the committee of forty- 
nine was called for Monday afternoon at 
8 o'clock, but a quorum was not pres- 
ent. The meeting was, therefore, post- 
poned until yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock.

NEAR WOKSBURL 


He Stabbed White Man to 
Death Last Saturday, 


Officer Was on the Way to Vicks- 
burg with Negro When Train 
Was He:d Up by Mob and 
Prisoner Taken Off and 
Put to Death. 


Vicksburg, Miss., July 7.—Cato Garrett, 
the negro who stabbed Harry Stout to 
death last Saturday morning, was hung 
by a mob near the scene of his crime this 
afternoon. 

Garrett. was taken to Watches Satur- 
day evening, Sheriff Brennan fearing an 
assault on the jail here. This morning a 
special grand jury found a true Dill 
against Garrett and Sheriff Brennan no- 
tified the Adams county sheriff to bring 
the negro to this city. Deputy Sheriff 
Paul, with the negro, took passage on 
the train due here at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon. At Stout's crossin, a flag station; 
6 miles south, the train was held up by 
fifty masked and heavily armed men, 
who took the negro and hanged him.

Soldiers Warned Mob. 


The crowd, irritated by the presence 
of the soldiers guarding the prisoners, 
was shouting its determination to again 
break open the jail and get the negroes. 
For a half houre or more the crush of 
the mob against the line of soldiers 
had grown worse. The soldiers warned, 
prominent citizens begged the mob to 
desist and disperse and the city officials 
back of the line of soldiers consulted 
with the company captains. ‘There were 
many personal encounters as the rioters 
A stone was thrown, 
a soldier fell, a bayonet was thrust into 
the side of a cursing rioter and the 
order to fire was given. It was all 
over in a minute. The mob scattered 
and disappeared. The dead and wounded 
were taken to homes and hospitals and 
the line of soldiery was reformed. The 
troops stood with ready weapons around 
the jail, while inside the negro prisoners 
prayed for mercy e@md protection. 

At 2 o'clock this morning, under orders 
from Governor Durbin, the Vincennes 
company of militia arrived and relieved 
the Evansville troops, who lay down on 
the court house yard and slept on their 
arms. ‘There was no demonstration when 
the relief troops arrived. There were 
still several hundred persons on _ the 
streets, but no attack was made and 
the incoming troops were not disturbed. 
Negroes are leaving the city in large 
numbers, many vowing they will never 
return. Dozens of negro families are 
camped in the country. Officials believe 
there will be no further outbreak, al- 
though there is great tension and the 
uttermost vigilance will be maintaired. 
The New Albany and Terre Haute com- 
panies of militia have been ordered under 
arms by the governor and are ready to 
start for this city at e moment’s no- 
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tice. Governor Durbin is considering the 
advisability of declaring martial law. 
Great excitement prevailed here tigis 
morning, 


Spirit of Evil Over Mob. 


All during the evening the spirit of 
evil seemed to hang over the mob about 
the jail. Why 
gathered there is a mystery. They knew 
that the prisoner, Robert Lee Brown, 
to whose act the murder of Patrolman 
Louis Massey may be ascribed, all of the 


‘tragic chain of events that have occurred, 


was in oustody at Vincennes and that 
no vengeance could have wreaked on 
him. At 9 o'clock a thousand people 
Were congregated about the jail. By 10 
these had dwindled to about 700. Com- 
pany A, of the First regiment, Indiana 
national guard, from Evansvijle, was on 
guard. The crowd seemed to have as- 
sembied solely from curiosity. Many of 
its ranks were boys. Trouble began 
soon after nightfall, when the soldiers 
were made the butt of jibes and jeers. 
Gradually, as if the tide of sentiment 
were setting in to fierce anger, stirred 
by.more brutal taunts and acts, the 
crowd began to press inch by inch by 
the militlamen, who formed the guard 
line upon the street. Soon Aiicks and 
stones were being hurled, while every 
moment the crowd pressed closer. 

A severe clash came when a soldier, 
after ordering back the crowd and re- 
ceiving jeers, in reply bayonetted a man. 
In vain did the soidiers try to hold their 
ground by physical force. But a moment 
before the firing begun to the spectator 
it seemed that the mob held but the 
Object of harassing the soldiers and 
meditated no further trouble. Then came 
the cisis. A shower of stones and 
sticks was hurled by a jeering, howling 
crowd of men and boys. Tnen the mob 
surged forward. Suddenly, the soldiers 
hard pressed and overpowered by num- 
bers, gave way and plunged within the 
court house enclosure. The sharp deto- 
nation of a rifle as the soldier pointed 
his piece in the air followed. The signal 
of oarnage had belched out its dread 
note. In ah instant the death-dealing 
volley leaped out. Stunned, astounded 
for one brief instant, the mob stood, in- 
capabbe of filght. Then it broke in one 
mad rush from death. All over the 
street, crawling and moaning, wounded 
rioters tried to ease their pain and es- 
cape by getting away from the jail. 

How Little Girl: Was Killed. 

On Division street, lying between her 
grief stricken father and mother, the lit- 
tle Allman girl was lying dead with her 
breast torn away with buckshot charge. 
She was out driving with her parents, 
who, attracted by the noise, stopped a 
few minutes to watch the excitement. In 
the yard of the court house wounded 
rioters lay and back of the line of sol- 
diers two of the militiamen had fallen. 
On the jail steps stood Sheriff Kratz. 
At his side was Colonel McCoy, of the 
First regiment. Around them stood a 
few doctors and reporters. When the fir- 
ing had ceased Captain Blum reformed 
his men and gave them orders. His men 
prepared for another struggle. It did 
not come. The rioters got out of sight 
quickly, and fearing that another charge 
would be made, scattered, 

Women in considerable numbers were 
in the mob, led there seemingly by ¢u- 
riosity and not realizing the dreadful 
seriousness of the situation. Two women 
with their infants In go-carts were no- 
ticed in the throng, but a few minutes 
before the crash of the volley Colonel 
McClung, who was sent’ here last night 


| ‘by Governor Durbin, was given full au- 


thority to summon all] military aid he 
regarded as necessary, but he did. not 
ask for reinforcements for company E 
until after the rioting. Attorney Frank 
B. Posey, of the law firm of Posey & 
Butsch, addressed the mob from the 
court house steps but a few minutes be- 
fore the firing commenced. Mr. Posey 
is one of Indiana's noted orators and he 
plead with all of his skill that the crowd 
disperse, but his effort went for naught. 

A remarkable and awe-inspiring calm 
followed the rioting. The larger portion of 
the population kept off the streets after 
nightfall and as soon as the news of the 
shooting spread the city seemed deserted 
by all except the soldiers. 

The exact time that the firing com- 
menced is placed at 10:20 o'clock. It is 
estimated that it continued for two or 
three minutes in the steady volleys and 
about 300 shots were fired. Fifty-eight 
soldiers and about sixty deputies were on 
guard. y 

Captain Muaes Statement. 

Captain Blum, of company E, made the 
following statement of the shooting to. 
day: 

“The mob, crowding up at the corner of 
Fourth and Division streets, forced the 
guards back inch by inch, clear to the 
jail gate and would not be beaten back.

The sale was c@ried on in 
front of the court house and titre was a 
large crowd present. 

The lot wags auctioned aff quietly and 
quickly and was finished nearly before 
the crowd knew that it had begun. George 
Adair, after describing the property. of- 
fered it for sale. Mr. Maddox bid $38,000. 
For a moment there was a pause and then 
Mr. Doughtery raised it to $39,000. The 
next bid was offered by J. J. Maddox and 
the property was knocked down to him 
for $40,000 and the Baptist church had se- 
cured a new home. 

Negofiations had been going on for sume 
time in regard to this site and the sale 
had been practically agreed to, though 
as a matter of caution it had to be sold 
at auction. 

It is understood that the amount paid 
was all that the congregation was willing 
to pay for the site. The terms of the 
sale called for $15,000 to be paid down 
at Once and the other on time. 

A few months ago the Unjted States 
government bought the present site of the 
First Baptist church gnd then it was 
necessary to look out for for a new loca- 
tlon for the church. It was desired to 
place the new church on Peachtree and 
a number of different sites were looked 
at, the choice finally being made of the 

resent location on Peachtree and Cain 
This spot is desirable in every

Baptistown was practically deserted dur- 
ing the night. Hundreds of fear-stricken 
refugees appealed to the police for pro- 
tection and were guarded in the station 
houses and at nearby boarding houses 
through the night.

all ex-confederate soldiers in the state 
who are engaged in the practice of 
law, meaicine or dentistry. “It was 
sech a little one” that, perhaps, some 
persons will say it should not have 
met with objection, but it was too lit- 
tle altogether to gain standing as 
either a necessity to or recognition of 
the confederate soldiers of the state 
engag-d in the gainful professions 
enumerated. _ | 

Senator Middlebrooks, a distinguish- 
ed confederate soldier and able law- 
yer, made a strong and convincing 
speech against the bill. He declared 
that the confederate soldiers of the 
state did not desire any such legisla- 
tion in thelr behalf. They wished 
nothing but the proper care and sup- 
port of the helpless and indigent men 
who served their state in the day of 
her need. He r pelled the idea that 
able-bodied and patriotic confederates 
wished to crib small and insignificant 
bounties from the state. His argu- 
ments were so timely and so cogent 
as to convince the senate that the bill 
should not be enacted. 

The same arguments apply with 
equal force to the payment of pensions 
by the state. The voices of the old 
confederates have been practically uni- 
field in their recent reun. ns when 
dealing with the pension question. 
They have urged time and again that 
the state shculd put the pensions upon 
the solid grounu of necessity and not 
on a service or partial disability basis. 
lioe courage and “justice of these 
Staunch veterans revolt at the prac- 
tice of men who are not in need, and 
some of whom are in comparative af- 
fluence, drawing needless bounty from 
the moneys of the state. 

Geofgia finances are hard to man- 
age at the best. The necessities aris- 
ing out of the ‘enlargement of gov- 
ernment expenses, public schools and 
public institutions of charity, make it 
a continuous struggle to maintain the 
balance between receipts and disburse- 
ments without laying new and more 
Onerous taxes upon the common peo- 
ple. 

«-. matters are it is possible for the 
State to continue her pension pay- 
ments at the mark they now hold, far 
above any two other states in the 
south, provided they are paid on a 
Strict and righteous -indigent basis. 
Such a basis need not reduce the 
amount paid by the state, but it will 
enable those whose pensions now are 
Scanter than their necessities to be 
more liber lly and sufficiently helped. 

Either this just system must be es- 
tablished or a day is coming when our 
persions will be but illy proportioned 
to the needs of the indigent pensiofiers 
and so put the whole system in jeop- 
ardy of popular repeal.

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Editorial Mistakes as to Georgia. 

Georgia is a great state and nobody 
can safely dispute her right to be call- 
ed the Empire State of the South. She 
has gained grea. fame by reason of 
her quick recovery from the disasters 
of the civil war and the progress of 
her people in all modern ideas and 
industries. We delight to be ahead of 
our sister states in tnese respects, 
not that we may boast over them, but 
that we may show them the wisdom, 
Justice and moderation which guide 
Georgia and have made her great; 
prosperous and contented. 

But we have a grievance against 
some of the newspapers of the coun- 
try because of their ignorance. of our 
geograply and other incidents of our 
possessions. For instance, the eru- 
dite editor of The Springfield, Mass., 
Republican speaks of a summer school 
for negro teachers opcned “in Georgia” 
at Tuskegee! Of coursé, Tuskegee is 
in Alabama and Booker Washington’s 
summer normals are puiled off in that 
state. 

Then comes The San Antonio Ex- 
press with scare heads about “The 
Georgia Militia Ordered Out to Quell 
a Race Riot.” The alleged race riot 
was over in South Carolina and the 
Georgia militia had no more to do 
with it than the Russian cossacks in 
-aanchuria. ; 

Whenever the thriving city of New- 
nan is mentioned in the dispatches, as 
is frequently and favorably the case, 
every telegraph editor irom Maine to 
California insists on ccrrecting copy 
and calls it “Newman.” With‘these in- 
stances at hand and several niore we 
could easily mention it is apparent 
that a normal coursein geography, or 
a nandy-book of the maps of the states, 
would be a valuable acquisition to 
most of the newspaper sanctums of 
the nation.

The Immigration Injunction. 

Speaking of floods is a reminder 
that the greatest flood with which this 
country has to deal is the tidal waves 
of Buropean immigration: almost daily 
washing up on our shores. 

Europe is over-populated. mt has 
not sufficient food or work for her peo- 
ple, Military service is compulsory and 
taxation is heavy. These pressures are 
forcing millions to come to Ameriga, 
where they have been taught to be- 
lieve lies the rediscovered Eden of 
Mankind. Eurépe can lose to us 2,000,- 
000 people each year and still keep on 
increasing her own populations by 
new births. The cheerful and decimat- 
ing custom of embryotic infanticide so 
common in this country has not yet 


|} found a welcome in the continental 


countries. 

New York with her 2,050,000 people 
has only 362,000 born of native Ameri- 
ean white parents and is almost as 
foreign a city today as Berlin, Paris 
or London. The United States has 
67,000,000 white people and 26,000,000 
of them are of foreign origin—that is, 
nearly two out of every five! And 
the figures show such remarkable 
facts as that Massachusetts has more 


bill to exempt from occupation taxes | 
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alone having more than half of that 
southern quota. | 

It is likely, also, that the inundation 
will grow greater.in future years. 
What the effects of it will be upon our 
American civilization and government 
no men can predict. But already we 
see some signs in the dragging of the 
public schools into politics in order 
to compel the states to teach German 


-in the sckools attended by the children 


of German citizens. Soon we may 
have schools for Frenchmen, schools 
for Italians, Polack -schools, Russian 
and Greek schools. But the problem 
of what may come is too much for us. 
We give it up!

As to Currency Expansion. 

It is hard to understand some of 
the arguments used against the pro- 
posal to permit the national banks to 
issue credit currency based upon other 
assets than government bonds and se- 
cured by a cash reserve of 25 per 
centum of its volume in redemption 
money, This plan does not contem- 


plate a release from the currency sys- 


tem of the bond-secured currency, but 
simply provides for an enlargement of 
currency circulation in any emergency 
upon conditions that are perfectly safe 
for the note-holders. 

But there are people who cry out 
against the proposition and declare 
that it is a scheme for a currency 
more flimsy and unreliable than the 
“red dog money” of ante-bellum days 
or the greenbacker’s ideal of govern- 
ment paper issued on the basis of the 
national credit and honor! They say 
that all such issues would have no 
more value than local confidence in 
the management of the particular 
bank and the convertible possibilities 
of its assets. And they point out that 
the basis of bank note issues before 
the war vas 331-3 per cent oi specie 
legal tender reserve, while this new 


/scheme reduces the security for the 


proposed currency from one to three to 
one to four. 

The objectors have good memories 
of the past, but scant regard for mod- 
ern facts. They-ignore that the na- 
tional banks of today are subject to 
federa] statutes and inspection—a sys- 
‘em that would have strangled all the 
wild cat and red dog banks in the 
ante-bellum period as they have in the 
post-bellum era. 

They forget that the common pur- 
pose of the American people is to re- 
duce national debts, rather than to 
create them, and if this policy is main- 
tained the bond basis for our paper 
currency must shrink pro rata with the 
reduction of our bond issues. 

Our banking necessities are con- 
stantly increasing with the prosperity 
of our people and the expansion of our 
commerce and these impose upon 
them the office of supplying more and 
more fluid money every year. Fixed 
capital is not currency, but it may, 
under proper safeguards, become the 
basis for an elastic and rellable cur- 
roncy. 

The national government is using 
up its power to issue treasury notes 
on purchased bullion and is accumu- 
lating a tremendous surplus of cash in 
gold, silver and non-reissuable notes 
and so helping to tie the hands of its 
own people with the cords of curren- 
cy stringency. | 

The country needs relief from these 
conditions and it is the duty of all par- 
ties in congress to ignore the fool-cries 
of “red dogi#m” and to pass some sane 
and easy measure for the safe expan- 
sion of currency when and where the 
people’s emergencies call for it. 
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Peonage in New York. 

It is really most disagreeable to suf- 
fer the revelations of “man’s inhu- 
manity to man” and of downright 
cussedness in general that continually 
come to us from the north. 

Just as we were nursing the hope 
that the lynching and man-burning fe- 
ver had been extirpated from the 
south the north sails into the lime- 
light and gives us some “Bonfires of 
Belleville” and “Petroleocides of Wil- 
mington” that out-Herod any of the 
rank amateur performances of the 
same sort ever perpetrated in the 
south. 

Whitecapping and redshirted parties 
had grown fairly obsolete with us, 
when Illinois, Ohio and Massachu- 
setts took up the game and added to 
it. a few yankee improvements that are 
clearly .beyond southern inventive 
genius. 

Then some southern reformers and 
court officials took up. the peonage 
question and began to put in the way 
of punishment those. who had inaugu- 
rated the vicious and lawless scheme. 
But our northern Mark Meddles, such 
as The New York Evening Post and 
others we generously refrain to name, 
could not resist the temptation to raise 
another Ephesian riot and charge the 
south as a whole section with the es- 
tablishment of “a new slavery!” What 
they have done to us’ with their 
mouths on this subject has been 
a-plenty! 

However, the mills of the gods grind 
right on and equally if one will pa- 
tiently wait on them. As an instance, 
The New York Sun now reports the 
following case of peonage in New York 
state: 

Some weeks ago a white boy named 
William Goéhring was missed from his 
home in Buffalo. It was supposed: that 
he had been drowned or had run away. 
But he ultimately turned up, virtually 
a slave, at Bennington Center. “This 
morning,” said The Sun recently, “the 
bey was brought to Buffalo, and accord- 
ing to his story he practically led the 
life of a slave, his keeper being a farmer 
of that place. The lad informed the po- 
lice that he was induced to go to a house 
in Walden avenue, beyond the city line, 
by a man who represented himself to be 
a friend of his family. -.When he got to 
the house he was watched closely for 
several days; then the farmer from Ben- 
nington Center came to the house and 
took him away. On the farm the boy 
was obliged to do all kinds of hard farm 
work and was whipped repeatedly with a 
big rawhide whenever he showed 
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through a Bennington storekéeper, who 
learned accidentally that the. lad was 
wanted in Kuffalo. The farmer will be 
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Which case is so pertinent to all 
that the northern papers have said 
against peonage in the south that we 
hope with every dawn to hear the 
thunders of their guns against the 
Bennington Center glave-drivers. But 
will we?

While nerthern communities are reot with 
racial dissensions, what a splendid spectacie to 
behold white Georgians, like Mesers. Stovall, 
Wilson, Glenn ani others, standing like a 
stone wall for right and justice to the black 
Georgian and his offspring. This is as it 
should be, and with this spirit we are aes- 
lined to work vut on Georgia soil the best 
type of civilization in America. 

Last night at the capitol I heard the elo- 
quent speech of Hon. Scaborn Wright, in 
which ha deplored the leaving of the farms for 
the towns and cities on the part of the blacks. 
There’ are two reasons for this; one is the 
insecurity of the rural negro from mob vio- 
lence and the other insufficient school facil- 
ities. ‘Ihe Constitution deserves the thanks 
of the commonwealth, far the gallant fight it 
is mahirg aganst both these evils. They 
are patcnt to all observers. After every riot 
in a country district negroes flock to town. 
“ly own parents. moved to the city to educate 
thetr children. You might as well try tu dam 
up the Niagara as to shut off this tendency 
of the blacks; they are bent on educatfng their 
children, and if the school is not brought to 
them, like Mahomet they will go to it. 

If, however, this measure had passed, cut- 
ting down the already meager schoo! facilities 
of tlhe blacks in the country by half, it would 
“ave been a master stroke to depopulate the 
fields of Georgia and injure her agricultural 
interests. 

Your editorial today, “‘No Division of the 
School Fund,’’ finely discriminates concerning 
the negro during the reconstruction period. It 
was not Diack intelligence, for the negro had 
not yet been to school, but black ignorance 
that did mischief. I think every thoughtful 
man who really understands the situation will 
agree with you in your eminently just con- 
clusion: ‘‘Educaticn has improved the negro 
in ability to destinguish better between right 
and wrong und at least taken a large part of 
the old dangerous tendencies out of him. Any 
man, white or black, is a better citizen and 
easier dealt with when educated than when 
be is ignorant, headstrong and yielding to 
every false leader.

And yet somehow it happened that No 
train of thought could have concerned | 
more immediately and intimately our | 
contemporary politics in the largest and 
most important senses. 

The distinguished honors now paid to 
Judge Alton B. Parker in tbe south and 
the interest which his remasks will in- 
spire there and throughout the union are 
due to something more than a general 
recognition of his eminent qualities of 
mind and character. 

The time is getting ripe for the states- 
manship which can understand not less 
promptly and perfectly than the highest 
judicial intelligence what is meant by 
due process of law,

When the bill reached Governor Ter- 
rell he sent it ta Attorney G@xera! Hart. 
Judge Hart has written the governor a 
letter in which he expresses the opinion 
that there is grave doubt if this bill as it 
Stands will not take from the tegisla- 
ture the power to levy all the special 
taxes which now contribute so materially 
to the revenues of the state. 

Governor Terrell has taken the matter 
under advisement. He inclines to the 
belief of sudge Hart that the bill will 
at least leave all special taxes in doubt. 
ferme that, in view of this doubt, the bill 
should be at once perfected. 

The governor does not want to veto 
the bill, but it looks as if he would feel 
it necessary unless the legislature cor- 
rects the present defects in it. 


That Douglas County Suit. 


Dr. T, H. Whitley, representative from 
Douglas, is one of the Douglas county 
men made party defendant to the dam- 
age suit recently instituted by Judge 
Janes, former judge of the Tallapoosa 
circuit. “I think,’’ said Dr. Whitley in 
dicussing the suit yesterday, ‘‘that “jus- 
tice warrants some comment being made 
on that suit.*® Those of us who have 
been named as defendants have no fear 
whatsoever of the outcome. As you 
know, we have at different times had @ 
good deal of political excitement in Doug- 
las. This litigation is the outcome of the 
last campaign, in which Judge Janes was 
defeated for reelection as judge of the 
superior court. We regard this suit as 
coming not so much from Judge Janes 
as from the men who were defeated for 
county offices—that is, as a scheme of 
those whom the people, after a most ex- 
citing campaign, set aside. 

‘There has, in the past, been a great 
deal of dissatisfaction with election re- 
suits and election methods in our county, 
and the charge has frequently been 
made that the old crowd held on be- 
cause of false registration. At the prop- 
er time.all these things will be shown 
up. Some of the men whod were turned 
down by the people were Judg@ Janes’ 
closest political friends, and we want 
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the stand and make him tell al! he 
knows about Douglas political § affairs. 
For a long time, by false registration 
and by using negroes with whom to 
offset the votes of the whites, the old 
ring held control in Douglas county. The 
last election was not strictly on political 
lines, but was rather an uprising of the 
best elements of the white voters to 
overthrow the old crowd. The campaign 
was full of excitement and bitterness. 
There were charges and countercharges, 
and there are many things which Judge 
Janes may be called upon to explain. 

‘The registrars whom the people held 
responsible for registration frauds heid 
office under appointment of Judge Janes. 
It is charged that he used his power in 
this regard solely, or practically, for the 
benefit of himself and his friends. A 
few days before the last election W. A. 
Janes, who had been registrar tor a 
number of years, recognizing the great 
@igsatisftaction tnat haa at Times been 
teit on this fegiscratiom ‘matter and tne 
reasons for it, annéunced that he pro- 
posea this Ume to see that tne jist Was 
nonestly and properiy made out. Aimost 
immediately .oliowing-. tis aanhvulice- 
inent, Judge Janes reinoved him anu se- 
iecteu-as regisitrar a Man Wo Rad Up 
to that time been devoting much of his 
time to electioneering in tne judges be- 
half. 

“There have been many charges of un- 
fairness on the part of Judge Janes in 
election matters appertaining to our coun- 
tv. ‘here have, at different times, Dee 
contests ana three or four times Juage 
Janes put in the office of sheriff the man 
who dd not have a majority of the votes 
cast at the electiow. Upon one such occa- 
sion, Judge Janes carried his decision 
with him to the train and handed it out 
of the car window, the presumption being 
he realized the feeling was so strong that 
he was atraid to iset his decision be 
known unjil he got out of town. It is 
charged in this connection that he must 
have felt his decision was manifestly 
wrong. It is charged that on another 
occasign when the grand jury was inves- 
tigating a man charged with faving tam- 
pered with the ballots and the evidence 
against that man was apparently conclu- 
sive, the defendant went to Judge Janes 
and succeeded in getting him to order the 
grand jury to desjst in jMs investigation. 

“*® good many charges of various kinds 
have been made by many of our people 
against Judge James.. His action jn grant- 
ing an injunction to prevent the county 
commissioners investigating charges 
against the tax collector amd treasurer of 
the county has always been a subject of 
severe criticism. Hon. John T. Duncan, 
the present senator from our district, 
was chairman of the county commission- 
ers at the time and had employed an ex- 
ert acountant to go over the books, It is 
believed that the investigation at that 
time would have. gpvealed serious . dis- 
crepancies in the books of those officials, 
but the injunction granted by Judge 
Janes operated to hold up the investiga- 
tion until these men were able to straight- 
eh out the trouble. 

‘We believe that any full investigation 
into the actions of Judge Janes with re- 
gard to these Douglas county matters 
will reveal many things tending to show 
that all that was charged against him 
in the heat of campaign was ‘warranted. 
His suit is brought against some .of the 
best men in the county... We believe it is 
brought at this time particularly with a 
view to affecting the pending contest 
cases. So far as the merits of the action 
are concerned, we are not worrying our- 
selves in the slightest degree. We only 
ask that the public refrain from basing 
its wudgment in these matters upon the 
allegations set forth in court papers. If 
we cared to go into details at this time. 
we might fill columns with the grievances 
which the people of Douglas have against 
Judge-Janes. We prefer. however. to let 
the court trial devolop all these things.”* 


- Bonds for State Depositories. 


Senator Duncan, of the thirty-sixth dis- 
trict, introduced yesterday a bill affecting 
and designed to change the law with _re- 
gard to the bonds required of state de- 
positories. Under the law each deposi- 
tory must now give bond in the sum of 
$50,000. Senator Duncan's idea is that 
the bond should be ®@aual to the sum de- 
posited, or intended to be deposited, in 
the bank. and that the governor should 
have authority to finefrease the bond as he 
may see fit. The bill amends section 9% 
of the code. which. should this became a 
lav will read as follows: 

“och of said denositories shall. before 
entering unon the discharge of their 
duties by their proper officers. execute 
a bond with gond and aufficlent securt- 
ties. to be fixed and anproved by the 
governor. Said bond shall. be condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of 
all such duties as shall be required: of 
‘them by the general assembliv or the 
lawe of the state. and for a faithful ac- 
count of the money or effects that may 
come into their hand@® during their con- 
tinuance tn office. Said bond shall he 
filed and recorded in the executive 
office, and a copy thereof, certified by one 
af the governor's secretaries, under the 
seal of the executive department. shall 
be received in evidence in lieu of the 
original in any of the courts of this 
state. And said bonds, when given, shall 
ay the same binding force and effect 
as the bond now by law to be 
by the state t rer 
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depository under this section, the gover- 
nor shall so fix. the same as to 

it not less. than the amount’of money 
entrusted to said depository, and in no 
case shall a larger amount of money be 
deposited in any bank than the amount 
of the bond, and the governor may at 
any time require additional bond, if nec- 
essary to cover the full amount deposited 
or intended to be deposited in such 
bank. 

Against Free Passes an. Privileges. 

Senator Perry is the latest statesman 
to aim a blow at the practice of grant- 
ing free passes and special] privileges. 
He has introduced a bill in the senate 
in which he provides: 

“That from and after the passage of 
this act it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad, express, telegraph or telephone 
company, or any officer or agent of said 
companies, to allow any individual or 
corporation to use the lines or orth gy 
of said companies within the state for 
passage or transportation of freight or 
other purposes free of charge, or at any 
lower rates or prices than under the 
same conditions are charged the genera) 
public, Or to grant or issue passes, tick- 
éts, frank, or rebates which shall have 
such effect.’’ 

Anybody Knowingly violating the pro- 
visions of this act is to be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor. It is providéd 
as an exception to this drastic provision 
that it shall not be construed as uniaw- 
ful for any company to extend special 
privileges of the character indica:ed to 
its officers or employees.

All the factories he had ever seen were 
principally witidows and he didn't see why 
plenty of.fresh air couldn't get in for the 
children. The cotton milis of England are 
suffering financially, he said, because of 
just such legislation as this. More money 
has been invested in cottonmills in Georgia 
in the last two years than in North and 
South Carolina, and it is because Georgia 
has no restrictive laws on her statute 
books. 

“The people to be affected by this 
legisiation are not demanding it,’’ he 
said, “nor are the people of Georgia de- 
manding it.’ | 
‘Mr. Grice made an appeal for what he 
characterized as the poor newsboy and 
the bcotblack, who were seen on the. 
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The first question to be considered in 
connection with this measure, said Mr. 
McHenry, of Floyd, in supporting the 
bill, is whether it is right. In the next 
place, he asked is it legal, and then 
will it bring the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

“I have listened to al] the arguments,”’ 
Mr. McHenry said, “and I have failed to 
hear it advanced by any one that this 
legislation is not right, legal or beneficial 
to the greatest number of our people.” 

Behind this bill is something more im- 
portant than its passage. Behind it is 
the intention that the children of this 
land shall have the benefit of an elemen- 
tary education. 

“Georgia should say, make it compul- 
sory if you will, that the children of this 
state shall receive an elementary English 
education,’”’ Mr. McHenry said. 

“If the success of the cotton mill in- 
dustry in our gtate depends on the labor 
of these little children, if it takes their 
slavery to bring in the dollar,” he said, 
“then let us do without that success and 
without the dollar.” 


Thurman, cf Walker. 

Mr. Thurman, of Walker, spoke against 
the bill. Mr. Smith himself s:@ygested the 
remédy, he said,‘as against the vagabond 
father who makes his child slave to sup- 
port him. 

“There is plenty of law on the statute 
books,’’ he said. ‘‘Take up that scoundrel! 
father and thrust him into jail where he 
ought to be.’’ 

It is a great diMeulty, Mr. -Thurman 
said, to combat a sentiment that is 
backed up by the good women and the 
ministers of the land, but it is a senti- 
ment and nothing more nor less, he de- 
clared. 

This measure, he déclared, is unwise, 
unnecessary, inopportune at this partic- 
ular time, and it is even unjust. ‘ 

Gaulden, of Brooks. 

Georgia, declared Mr. Gaulden, of 
Brooks, is the very embodiment of com- 
mercial and industrial supremacy. It is 
through the wise legislation she has en- 


ere that Georgia has reached this 
eight. 
Mr. Gaulden said he had seen little 


children in his own town working from 
daylight to darkness in the cotton mill 
while the worthless father sat whittling 
white pine at the corner grocery.. He 
said he had investigated the conditions 
in these mills and knew that the air 
in them was contaminated and that the 
children were confined to a slavery which

realization winners. 

Africand won by a head from Golden 
Maxim, w h was two lengths in front 
of Savabl Vhorler followed, four lengths 
back; Short Hose was a length and a 
half away, and twelve lengths in front of 
Black Hussar. Cardinal Wolsey was a 
sixteenth of a mile behind the winner.

tions of Louisiana and Texas, and there 
are complaints of the boll weevil in 
the latter state.

The 
advance looked like short covering, al- 
though there were some fair buying 
/orders on the floor. ‘After the severe 
decline of the past few days we favor 
the long side for a turn. 


Cothran & Co.’s Cofton Letter. 


| New York July 7.—It begins to look as 
though the New Orleans people had a lot 
of ‘“indigested securities’’ in the shape of 
cotton on their hands. The market today 
was absolutely demoralized. At one time 
2c a pound had been knocked off the 
values, or rather the quotations of cotton, 
and it is now a question of how far the 
movement will go beyond a legitimate 
level. As is usuaHy the case under simi- 
lar conditions, when prices have been arti- 
ficially advanced, they are as a result 
undyly depressed. It may be that the 
iNew Orleans people will not be able to 
look after the spot cotton. In this event 
the whole market will suffer. That. means 
that December and January will be car- 
ried considerably below what might be 
regarded as a nominal figure. We have 
the 9 1-2c basis for these two options that 
we have been walting for for some time. 
Under normal conditions we would say 
with confidence to go ahead and buy. We 
say So now, believing that prices will not 
gO very much lower before a_ reaction. 
Yet, there is nothing in the condition of 
the cotton crop to warrant any apprehen- 
sion at the moment, and with any fur- 
ther liquidation by the manipulators, we 
wov}l not at all be surprised to see 9 1-4c 
on the board for December and January. 
But while this decline may take place 
very easily, the market has had enovgh 
water squeezed out to warrant conserva- 
tive operations on the buying side. It will 
be remembered that we have been very 
much opposed to the purchase of cotton 
for several weeks. We have been waiting 
for just such an occurrence as that of this 
week, and conservative purchases of Jan- 
vary and December from now on aré 
almost certain to prove profitable. We 
need a big crop of cotton, and it will be 
worth over 9c or 10¢c a pound on anything 
unde 11,500,000 bales. For this reason cus- 
tomers who buy cautiously on any break 
now will not be disappointed in the out- 
com. 


Baxter & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 7.—The liquidation of 
the old crop months has not weakened 
the crop situation, no matter how it may 
have affected sentiment.People are turn- 
ing thelr attentionto the new crop months 
with greater confidence and the season 
will probably show so many changes in 
the crop prospect as to make the new crop 
very attractive. Cables today were much 
better than feared would be the case, 
and the early feeling was more hopeful. 


Prices started at 13 to 15 points decline 


for July and August and 7 to 8 decline for 
the other months. Transactions were on 
a fair scale. The weather news was of 
no special importance and the trade was 
waiting for the weekly bureau report. 
Soon after the opening heavy selling of 
August sent that month down #& points.

Chicago, July 7.—The sentiment in the 
grain pits today was again bullish and 
prices moved in an upward direction, 
September wheat closing 1 1-2@1 5-8 
higher, September corn 1 1-8@1 1-4c higher 
with oats a shade higher. Provisions 
were weak, the September product clos- 
ing from 17 1-2 to 30c lower. 

Trading in wheat was active and the 
market was decidedly strong, while high- 
er prices were realized. Commission 
houses were good buyers at the start, 
and opening prices were steady, Septem- 
ber being 1-8c lower to 1-8c higher at 
% 3-4@76c. With outside markets show- 
ing a big advance in prices and on the 
strength in corn, the demand soon be- 
came more urgent, while the offerings 
continued small, which resulted in 4 
gtadual advance throughout the day. The 
bullish sentiment was augmented by the 
decrease of 3,000,000 bushels in Brad- 
stre@t’s World’s Visible. There was a 
slight recession late in the day, but the 
close was extremely strong with Sep- 
tember 1 1-2@ 1 5-8 higher at 77 3-8@77 1-2 
after selling up to 77 1-2@77 5-8c. The first 
car of new wheat arrived today and 
was graded No. 3 red. Clearances equalled 
311,500 bushels. Primary receipts were 
279.200; against 518,900 a year ago.

STRONG PRICES 


Portion of Estate of CM, Mor- 
ris Sold at Public Outcry, 


Decatur Street Lot Brings $53,000. 
Mrs. C. M. Morris Was the 
Purchaser of Much of the 
More Desirable Prop- 
erty. 


A large part of the estate of C. M. Mor- 


ris, deceased, was sold at public outcry , 


in front of the court house yesterday by 
1. C. Hendrix, auctioneer. It consisted 
mainly of property in the neighborhood 
of Decatur street, Piedmont avenue, Hil- 
liard and Collins streets and brought the 
remarkably good price of $132,840. 

There was a large crowd present and 
the bidding was lively at times. A part 
of the estate was bought in by the 


heirs. 

The first piece of property put up for 
sale is situated at the corner af Wal! 
and Collins streets, having two fifteen- 
room houses on it. The bidding on this 
property was lively for a time and it 
was finally knocked down to E. L. Adam- 
son for $19.750. 

The next lot put up faces on Wall 
street, is 33 1-3 by 110 feet and has on it 
one fifteen-room brick house. It was sold 
to H. B. Boles for $6,500. 

Lot No. 3 and lot No. 4, each 831-3 by 
110 with a brick house of fifteen rooms 
on each, were sold to H. B. Bramiett 
for $6,100 apiece.

COUNCIL ASKED 
FOR BXPRESSION 


Continued from First Page. 


and Mr. Johnson agreed to resign from 
the police board in the event the legis- 
lature made police board -members in- 
eligible for reelection, and when those 
two gentlemen were reelected with the 
understanding that their resignations 
would be forthcoming, those who had 
watched the factional fight in the police 
board for fifteen years, with the forces 
of Captain W. H. Brotherton on one side 
and those of Captain James W. English 
on the other, thought that the end of 
both was near and that persona! politics 
in the police board and on the police 
force was a thing of the past. 
Feeling Only Intensified. 

Instead of killing police politics, how- 
ever, it is believed to have intensified 
the political feeling. 

When the proposed charter amendment 
was introduced in the senate Captain 
Brotherton realized that he would lose 
George Johnson, who admits he js a 
Brotherton men, off the police board; 
Captain English realized that he would 
lose W. O. Jones, whose term will ex- 
pire next year, and who is a recognized 
English man, while both would lose Dr. 
Fox, who is regarded as a “‘‘flopper,’’ 
which is the term Mr. Johnson applies to 
him. 

Therefore, for once the 
Brotherton factions united forces for 
their common preservation. The entire 
strength of both the factions was thrown 
against the three local representatives, 
Messrs. John M. Slaton, R. B. Blackburn 
and C. C. Houston, with the result that 
all three are believed to be opposed to 
the passage of the amendment, while 
Messrs. Houston and Blackburn are said 
to have declared their intention of op- 
posing it. 

This much having been accomplished 
attention was turned to council with a 
view to having the members of tbat body 
request the legislature not to do what 
council two months ago requested should 
be done by. a4 unanimous vote, excepting 
that of Councilman Warren, of the third 
ward. 


English and 


Key to the Situation. 

It was that one vote that gave the 
key to the situation. Councilman War- 
ren had consistently opposed the report 
of the investigating committee. He was 
sought and it was found that his views 
were unchanged. He was willing to aid 
in securing the defeat of the proposed 
amendment. 

Therefore George Johnson took the field 
to save his sealp and retain his seat 
on the police board; Dr. Fox was not 
‘| averse to remaining on the board; W. O. 
Jones did not want ‘to be rendered in- 
eligible’ for reelection next year, Cap- 
tain Brotherton and his right-hand man, 
‘Commissioner 8. Day, and Captain 
English all are said to have seen their 
friends in council and sought to have 
the fo ceoaragde requested to kill the

fuence of Councilman ‘Warren, who was 
working for what he had all sit con- 
tended for. i 

Another influence that helped was found 
in members of the police force. One 
man in particular, an officer, who !s said 
to be an adherent of the Brotherton 
faction, was found to be useful, He was 
assigned to secure the signature of one 
member of council on the petition, and 
did interview him. 

These combined influences carried the 
day. Senator Howell had agreed to hold 
up the bill in the senate until yesterday 
morning, believing that he would have 
an expression from council during the 
session of last Monday. Instead of that, 
however, he was on Monday evening 
presented with a petition signed by two- 
thirds of the members of council which 
requested him to withdraw the proposed 
amendment. 

An Expression Wanted. 

The meeting of this morning is now 
to be held for the: purpose of securing 
the expreagion that was lacking on 
Monday. 

There was no mention of, the proposed 
amendment on Monda the reason 
that those who had sfgned the petition 
did not care for any action, while those 
who had not signed the peti@ion did not 
know of its existence until a few mo- 
ments before council adjourned and were 
all the time expecting the ‘signers to 
spring a resolution. 

There is another feature of the present 
situation that is interesting. 

Whep Councilman Warren was making 
his fight to» have the police investigating 
committee’s report become effective at 
once, so as to render Dr. Fox and Mr. 
Johnson ineligible for reelection last 
March he was regarded a8 a man without 
a party. as he had formerly been friendly 
to the Brotherton faction and in attempt- 
ing to make George Johnson ineligible he 
was opposing the desires of Captain 
Brotherton, The present occurrence, huw- 
ever, reconciles him to the Brotherton 
faction and he is now friendly with both 
the Brother faction and the English fac- 
tion. 

On the other hand, in working for the 
adoption of the committee's report as it 
stood, Councilman Courtland 8S. Winn, 
Councilman J. A. Hynds and Councilman 
James L. Key, were last February regard- 
ed as Brotherton factionists, whether 
they deserved the opinion or did not. As 
a matter of fact, Councilman Key stated 
at the time that he inclined to the Broth- 
erton faction, while Councilman Winn and 
Councilman Hynds have been by many 
put down on that side of the fence. Asa 
result they can gever expect anything 
from the English forces, however, and 
they are now, by insisting upon the 
adoption of a charter amendrgent that 
will make the resignation of George John- 
son effective, cutting themselves away 
from the Brotherton influence and cannot 
hope for strength from that source in the 
future, 


An Interesting Session. 


It must be remembereg, however, that 
although the lines ere strongly drawn at 
present, it is only the game of politics. 
Each gide is personally friendiy with the 
other and while there will be an interest- 
ing debate during the session of council 
this mcrning there will in all probability 
be nothing personal or bitter. 

Councilman Hynds was very regretful 
yesteiday afternoon that remarks of his 
which appeared in an afternoon paper 
should have been construed as a personal 
attack upon Councilman Warren, who is 
his personal friend. 

“It was certainly not my 
Say anything that would reflect upon 
the personal character of Councilman 
Wapren,’’ he said. ‘‘The interview I find 
to be misleading in several respects. one 
being that the pronouns are so confysed 
that it might be thought I was referring 
to John M. Slaton, with whom I have 
never conversed on thist subject. I did 
not intend to convey the impression that 
I had said anything insulting to Mr. War- 
ren, but did want to convey the,Jmpres- 
sion that we had all discussed t atter 
freely and knew the views each 
other.’’

The Oyster’s Baby Days. 


The oyster is most interesting during 
bal.vhood, says Charles Frederick Stans- 
birv, in Outing. Its manner of making 
2 set suggests the sublime confidence if 
childhood. It prefers to adhere to odd 
objects, and its childish taste in this di- 
rection often encompasses its detruction. 
If an old boot, a water-logged box, a 
brick, a lump of coal, or piece of dis- 
cardefl and fractured crockery lies upoa 
the bed of the ocean where a set is in 
pregress, the young oysters or eggs will 
ciuste: thick and fast upon it, showing a 
very decided preference as. against the 
surrounding natural anchorage. I have 
even. scen a pair of corsets, that could 
never again hope to imprison the waist of 
lcvely woman, entirely covered with a set 
of young oysters. Thus does nature pay 
her tribute to art. 

A favorite fourdation for life adopted 
by sensible young oysters is upon the 
shells of their ancestcrs long ‘since de- 
funct, and for this reason many planters 
strew the bottom of their holdings with 
such “‘clutch,” In the hope that the wan- 
dering ova will stop and there adopt a 
local babitation. 

Lying thus upon the floor of the deep, 
the roung oyster begins to grow, and in 
dcing so invariably points his little “bili’’ 
neavenward—an attituGge that he main- 
tains throughout life if undisturbed. As 
he grows older his shell is often used 
by tha flora of the sea as an anchorage. 
and this he is ant to be found enveloped 
in the hea of the curious oyster- 
sponge. ine, red and grcen sea let- 
tuce and ather quaint species of algae and 
sea gtasse® The 4d nkle, too, and his 
cousm, th@ periwinkle, are very fond of 
attaching mony eggs to the shell of the

An Authentic Centenarian. 


London Spectator: Last Saturday there 
diced at St. Peter’s Port, Germany, the 
“oldest English woman,’’ Mrs. Margaret 
Anne Neve,, at the extraordinary age of 
lll years. Mrs. Neve was born on May 
iS, 1792, and was a good deal more than 
A cenienarian.’’ As a rule, English men 
and woinen who have attained to the rare 
age of a hundred years have poSsessed 
few other. claims to distinction. They 
have belonged to classes that have seen 
little and done little; often, indeed, the 
exact date of jheir birth has been uncer- 
tain. They may have died aged 101, or 
103 or anything over (or perhaps less 
than) 100 years. In the “‘simple annals of 
the poor” the baptismal certificate is not 
always treasured. But the case of Mrs. 
Neve is different. 

There is no doubt whatever that she 
was born in 1792, and during the one hun- 
dred and ten years that has elapsed since 
her birth she has seen and done more 
than most English women. When she 
was 10 years old she was'‘sent by sailing 
voat to a schoo! at Bristol, kept by ladies 
whose brothers were friends of Southey, 
De Quincey and Coleridge. Her school- 
mistresses numbered among their ac- 
quaintances Hannah Moore, Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy, Charles Lamb and Hazlitt. 
She herself, when newly married, visited 
the fleld of Waterloo, where she picked 
up a belt buckle of one of the dead of 
the imperial guard. During her married 
iife of twenty-five years and in her wid- 
owhood she had traveled throygh_ the 
length and breadth of Europe; and actual- 
ly at the age of 9—twenty years ago—she 
set out for Cracow to. sce the. memorial 
erected to Kosciuszko. She walked to and 
from church regularly for years after her 
hundredth btirthéay, and read the Bible in 
large print almost up to the day of her 
death, and it was only in Novwmber last 
that her faculties began to fail her. For 
forty. vears, therefore. after she had 
passed the three score years And ten 
which are the allotted span of man’s life. 
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she was abie to do what pasny men and
